GEN. WOOD’S PROMOTION. 

The promotion of Leonard Wood to a major-generalship is 
most unfortunate. 

Gen. Wood was a surgeon in the regular service, with the 
rank of captain at the outbreak of the Spanish war. He 
was appointed colonel in the volunteer service and got near 
enough real war to hear the cannons roar. Subsequently as 
governor he got a fair reputation as an administrator, which 
led to. his appointment as brigadier-general over the heads of 
a score or more of veterans who had 30 to 40 years’ hard ser- 
viee in the civil war and on the plains. . 

The advancement of Gen. Woods is not calculated to improve 
the discipline of the army. When a trained soldier sees a doc- 
tor with no military experience jumped over his head he is 
pretty sure to resent it. He will ask whether promotion is 
most speedily won by good service or by presidential favor, 
and with this practical example before him it will not be 
strange if he establishes a “pull” with the politicians and 
“works” it diligently.

ST. LOUIS BILL OF LADING. 

Acting upon the suggestion contained in Manager MeChes- 
nev’s statement, that he would give St. Louis bills of lading 
to all shippers who desired them, and that he believed that 
the 14 railroads in the Terminal Association would readily 
grant such bills if requested, the Post-Dispatch wired the presi- 
dents of the Terminal roads, asking that question. 

Favorable responses .were received at once from two of the 
roads. Vict-President Felton of the Chicago & Alton and 
Vice-President Miller of the Burlington assured the Post-Dis- 
patch that their roads would give St. Louis bills of lading. 
The other presidents addressed had not an opportunity to 
reply, as they could not be reached at once. No unfavorable 


replies have been received. 

But what do these offers of St. Louis bills of lading mean? 
Will they be given only to those individual shippers who ask 
for iain or will the through rate to St. Louis, as a terminal 
point, appear in the tariff sheets of the railroads? This is the 
real question. 

‘The St. Louis bill of lading given to individual shippers on 
request would not put St. Louis on the railway map. The 
St. Louis rate should appear in the tariff as a through rate 
from St. Louis to all points and from all points to St. Louis. 
The business men want St. Louis to appear on the railway 
maps and in the rate sheets as the terminal point for St. Louis 
traffic. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that the bridge arbitrary should 
be absorbed by the railroads on all business as it is now ab- 
sorbed by some of them on some business. St. Louis should 
be put absolutely upon an equality .with other cities in the 
matter of rates. 

The railroads owe this to St. Louis in justice. But the St.

62. or perhaps 87% cents by toiling 14 hours. 
It was not uncommon durtng the winter for men 
to work for their hoard. Nothing but perfect, 
steady work, sobriety, the stricteet economy and 
the help of his wife could enable a matried ma" 
to live on such wages It was at this time 
women of all classes entered the industrial 
field in large and rap‘dly increasing numbers. 
Their earnings, naturally, were lower than those 
of men. Many trades and occupations which 
either had no existence or were confined to men 
were then opened to them, and they joined tue 
arniy of workers, elther in the factory or in 
heir homes. 

The broadening of woman's field of work 
was gradual. - Lydia Maria Child wrote In

There are several intimate family and 
household occupations monopolized by 
women in Massachusetts.

RAILROADS CAN AFFORD 
TO PAY THE ARBITRARY

Testimony of E. P. Bryan Shows That Higher Rate Than That 
Now Charged Was Paid Under Stress of 
Competition. 


E. P. Bryan, former vice-president and 
general manager of the Terminal Railroad 


Association, has given good evidence to 


prove that the railroads can pay the bridge 
arbitrary when compelled to by competi- 
tion and atill make a profit which they 
consider worth getting. 

More than this, he has shown that they 
paid an arbitrary of not merely 2 
the present charge, but of 
4 and 6 cents per 100 pounds, in order 
to get St. Louis business. 

They did this, he testified, because of 
competition with 8t. Louis lines which 
did not have to use the bridge and pay the 
bridge charges. 

His evidence was given in 1895 in the 
suit of the St. Louis Drayage Co. against 
the Louisville & Nashville railroad, of 
which Mr. Bryan was at that time the 8t. 
Louis superintendent. 

The drayage company wanted heavy 
damages, contending that the Louisville & 
Nashville was showing favors to the St. 
Louis Transfer Co., which gave the latter 
a practical monopoly of railroad transfer 
business between St. Iouis and East St. 
Louis.

The same condition is suld by managers 
of independent transfer companies to pre- 
vail today, being extended to all the rail- 
roads instead of being confined to. the 
Louisville & Nashville. 

Specifically, the charges of the St. Louis 
Drayage Co. were that the Loulsville & 
Nashville paid the St. Louis Tranefer Co. 
out of its own through rate for handling 
freight for it between St. Louls and East 


St. Louis, thus relieving the shipper of the | 


charge, and that the Louisville & Nashville 
refused to accord similar treatment to the 
St. Louls Drayage Co. or other transfer 
companies, making the shipper pay the 
transfer charge when such companies did 
the work. 

As a result it was contended that a ship- 
per could have his freight carried between 
St. Louis and a Louisville & Nashville 
point for the same price as between East 
St. Louis, and that point if he used the St.
